There la In the heart of each of ua a 


principle that is operated upon when 
there li danger present to a _fellow 
creature that language cannot explain. 
When the presence of the principle Is 
taken in review we are persuaded there 
is no need for any explanation, as the 
higher promptings it gives to each of 
as ia co superior to any language that 
could be used to explain it that reason 
telli us It would be like an attempt ot 
the finite to explain tho infinite. The 
all embracing God-elven principle, 
when applied to human kind In dan; 
ger, is such that it call* loud for action 
when it goes on its mission to human- 
ity. It goea out unbidden BO fully to 
those who need 
assistance that it 


oftentimes takes such full possession 
of tbe mind in the presenoe ot danger, 
that those hrgely possessed of humane 
feeling IOB i eight of their danger In 
their efforts to relieve others. All be- 
liefs and other distinctions are sent to 
the four winds when relief from danger 
present ia demanded. 


A civilized world it exercised over 


tho danger the missionaries ot the 
various churchea and the representa- 
tives of the nations are in at Cbina 
from the violenoe of the Boxers, whose 
cruel methods have become known to 
civilized humanity. The nations are 
engaged in a straggle to relieve those 
who are subject to danger, and the life 
of the eoldier ia freely given when re- 
quired to give relief. Strange ia this 
humanity of ours in Ua manifestations 
and workings. When the better prin- 
ciple mentioned baa done Its work and 
another principle has taken direction 
and control over the mind, there is a 
change that seema to reverse nature 
by its taking the form of a demon, and 
life taking and bloody deeds show the 
effect of the controlling power there 
has been substituted in the human 
breaat for tbe all controlling humane 
principle so active. 


Both piinoiplee are largely active in 


China, and each will do a work neces- 
sary to the op-building of a higher and 
better civilization in that country. 
The philanthropist will blame and 
censure, bat the work will go on to the 
end sought by him, but not in tbe way 
it should be done as bo understands 
things, or aa he would have it directed, 
aa ambition and love of kind are in 
conflict about the means that should 
be used to make tbe world better.

Buaslan troops chafed nndsr tbe com- 
mand of the English admiral who waa 
given command of the forces sent to 
relieve the representatives at Peking 
of the governments represented at 
court in that city, whloh la not an in- 
dication of amity or of good feeling In 
tbe matter of division. The behavior 
of Russian troops whloh showed in- 
subordination to the admiral in com- 
mand of the expedition Is not assuring 
that tbe business of division Is settled 
by agreement. 


Another feature there ia in the man- 


ner of tbe Russian troops that indi- 
cates there is friction present at the 
beginning of the work required 
to 


divide the empire in, that tbe admiral 
ia an Englishman, which ia almost 
conclusive that the Czar's late visit 
to England did not close any agree 
ment between the Lion and 
U,t> 


Bear over the carcusa called China, 
whloh was at that time, upon tbe 
theory of tbe moat advanced and civ- 
ilized nations, dead and ready for the 
knife of the carver. 


There ia one more fact that may be 


taken into account in connection with 
those mentioned whiou is the evident 
desire of Great Britain to close the 
Boer war and tbe equal evident desire 
of the Boers not to close it at this 
time, wir.ch indicates that eaoh party 
to tbe war contention is aware thutno 
arrangement has bean made between 
Russia and England about the Bear'a
